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Maneuver and Battle 


Practice Plans Told

EGINNING in the year 1909 and up 
to the beginning of the World War, 
battle practices were held annually in 
various harbor defenses. The World War 
interrupted the conducting of such prac- 
tices. For the years immediately fol- 
lowing the war there were many prob- 
lems in connection with the training 
of the individual battery units that had 
to be developed prior to the resumption 
of battle practices. A study of the rec- 
ords for 1927 show that in comparison 
with similar achievements in 1926 75 per 
cent of the organizations had increased 
their rate of fire, 77 per cent had length- 
ened the range at which target practice 
was conducted and 54 per cent had fired 
with increased accuracy. A study of 
these results, as well as those of previ- 
ous years, indicated that a standard had 
been reached which would permit of com- 
mencing again the holding of battle prac- 
tices. - 
Purposes Are Outlined. 

The purpose of the battle practices in 
the harbor defenses is primarily to train 
the higher commanders in coordinating the 
efforts of a number of batteries firing at 
several targets at the same time. For the 
year 1928 it is contemplated to conduct 
battle practices in Hawaii, Panama, Philip- 
pine Islands at such times 4s the Com- 
manding Generals of the Departments de- 
cide and in the harbor defenses of Long 
Island Sound and San Francisco prior to 
June 30 and at Fort Story, Va., during 
May. The holding of battle practices in 
only a limited number of harbor defenses 
is due to the fact that the reduced strength 
of the Coast Artillery will not permit of 
conducting such practices in all of the har- 
bor defenses. In order to conduct the prac- 


tices at the last three localities mentioned 
concentrate the 


it has been necessary to 
troops from various Coast Artillery sta- 
tions in order to provide sufficient per- 


sonnel to properly hold these practices. 

Advantage will be taken of these oppor- 
tunities to hold at the same time minor 
joint exercises with the Navy in the lo- 
calities mentioned. In general, the pro- 
gram to be carried out will consist of all 
troops in the harbor defenses being placed 
on a war basis for a short period of time 
wherein the officers and men will live under 
conditions similar to those in war. The 
latter portion of this period will be de- 
voted to conducting joint exercises with the 
Navy where the enemy will be represented 
by Naval craft especially assigned for this 
purpose. In addition to the harbor defense 
troops engaged there will be patrol boat 
units from the Naval Districts, as well as 
units of the Army and Navy Air Corps. At 
the conclusion of these joint exercises the 
battle practices will be held by the Coast 
Artillery troops wherein all organizations 
will be required to man the armament to 
which they have been assigned and fire it 
at moving targets. 

Deal With Sensitive Areas. 

It will be noted that the harbor defenses 
that have been selected as the localities 
for holding battle practices and joint exer- 
cises in the continental United States are 
those that pertain to specially sensitive 
areas of the seacoast defense of the United 
States. The Harbor Defenses of Long Is- 
land Sound consists of the three forts de- 
fending the Northern entrance to New York 
City, the chief port on the Atlantic sea- 
board. The Harbor Defenses of San Fran- 
cisco consist of the five forts defending 
the harbor of San Francisco, the principal 
port on the Pacific Coast. By combined 
exercises employing units from both the 
Army and Navy, Air Corps, Naval District 
Forces, and the harbor defenses, each of 
which has a definite role in the defense of 
our harbors, it is expected that much valu- 
able training will be had by the personnel, 
especially the higher command, and many 
lessons learned as to the actual deficiencies 
existing in our seacoast frontier defenses. 

The battle practice that is to be con- 
ducted at Fort Story, Va., will, in addition 
to giving the training to the personnel 
similar to that for the Harbor Defenses of 
Long Island Sound and San Francisco, fur- 
nish a means of training a large number 
of officers now at the Coast Artillery School 
in the functions of the higher command. 
In order to make possible the holding of 
this battle practice there is being concen- 
trated -t F--t Story, Va., the 52d Coast 
Artillery (Ry.), from Fort Eustis, Va., and 
the 12th Coast Artillery (HD), from Fort 
Menroe, Va.

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Committees Act on Promotion 


AKING its initial action to solve the Army promotion problem the Senate Mil- 

itary Affairs Committee in executive session yesterday ordered a report on the 
modified Black bill (S. 3089), the text of which is on back page. The Black bill would 
provide for speedier promotion through service-in-grade and rearrange the officers 
on the single list in accordance with the grades held by them in 1920. 

The House Military Committee likewise acted this week. It reported to the 
House favorably on Tuesday last the Furlow bill, with certain amendments. The 
Army and Navy Journal exclusively forecast the Committee’s action last week. 

Provides Service-in-Grade Promotion. 


The Black bill sets the following service-in-grade minimum for promotion: 
Three years to first lieutenants; 10 years to captain; 17 years to major; 23 years to 
lieutenant colonel and 28 years to colonel. It also provides for a corresponding in- 
crease in the minimum percentage in the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel and 
major on July 1 each year of one and three-quarters per cent from 1928 to 1935; 
30-year retirement; removes civil restrictions on retired officers. 

Should the Furlow bill providing for a separate promotion list for the Air Corps 
go through the House, the Senate Military Committee will endeavor to work out a 
general measure including features of both the Reed and Furlow bills if such a 
course is practicable. 

When the Military Committee ordered a favorable report on the Furlow bill it 
did not amend the original bill (H. R. 12199), but decided to report a new bill (H. 
R. 12814) introduced by Mr. Furlow April 9 incorporating the changes decided upon. 
The text of the new bill is essentially the same as that printed in our last issue, the 
following modifications having been made in regard to service-in-grade promotion 
to lieutenant colonel after 20 instead of 18 years’ service and to colonel after 26 
instead of 25 years’ service. In addition to this, the wording of the text as pub- 
lished in the last issue was changed as follows: 

Section 1.—Add after “shall be removed from the Army Promotion T.ist” on line 8 
“and no officer whose name appears on the original Air Corps promotion list shall 
be considered as having less commissioned service than any officer whose name is be- 
low his on the list.” Add after “length of commissioned service, on line 10 “any officer 
whose position on the Air’ Corps promotion Hst is changed by sentence of a general 
court-martial or by law shall be deemed to have the same commissioned service as 
the officers next below whom he may be placed by such change.” 

Section 2.—After “26 years’ commissioned service” on line 6 insert “All flying offi- 
cers of the Air Corps below the grade of colonel shall be promoted in the order of their 
standing on the Air Corps’ Promotion List.” 

Insert in line 14 the word “Flying” between “Air Corps” and “officers.” 

Flying Time to Count Double for Retirement. 


One important change made by the Committee was to alter Section 3 so that flying 
duty will be counted double for retirement purposes only and not for promotion as 
originally planned. The revised Section 3 reads 2s follows: 

Sec. 3. When an officer of the Air Corps has served 30 years as an officer or 
soldier, if he makes application therefor to the President, may be retired from 
active service and placed on the retired list: Provided, That in computing the length of 
service for retirement credit shall be given for double the time heretofore or hereafter 
actually detailed to duty involving flying and credit shall also be given for all other 
time now counted toward retirement in the Army. When a flying officer of the Air 
Corps reaches the age of 54 years he shall, if he make application therefor to the Presi- 
dent, be retired from active service and placed on the retired list. Officers of the Air 
Corps who become physically disqualified for the performance of their duties as flying 
officers shall be eligible for retirement for physical disability. 

Section 4 of last week's published bill becomes Section 5 in the new Dill. 
4 providing for transfer as forecast in our last issue follows: 

Sec. 4. An officer of the Air Corps may upon his own request, be transferred to 
another branch of the service, and when so transferred shall take rank and grade therein 
in accordance with his length of commissioned service as computed under existing laws 
governing the branch to which transferred. 


Senate Favors Black Bill , 
The Senate Committee in considering 
the Black bill (S. 3089) before ordering 
a report had before it a reworded meas- 
ure to meet the objections set forth in 
the original War Department report on 
the bill, disapproving it. 

This report explained the intent of the 
measure as follows: 

“Changes that would be brought about 
in existing law by S. 3089 and the ef- 
fects thereof are as follows: 

“A survey of the general concept of the 
bill indicates that the distribution of offi- 
cers among the various grades below Brig- 
adier General would be changes in a way 
that would stimulate the flow of promo- 
tion, and promotion of junior officers would 
occur according to length of service, and 
the attrition or inflow from the active list 
would be increased, especially above the 
World War hump. For the betterment of 
the promotion situation and the relief of 
officers in and below the Worln War hump, 
the application of measures along the above 
lines has been recognized by the War De- 
partment as necessary and has been rec- 
ommended by practically all agencies that 
have studied the promotion problem. This 
bill presents, however, many new variants 
in the details of application of these 
remedies, 

“Coupled with those measures designed to 
accomplish a general betterment of the pro- 
motion situation, the bill contains a pro- 
vision designed to bring about a limited 
revision of the standing of officers on the 
promotion list which takes cognizance of 
but one of many alleged injustices in the 
arrangement of that list. Both the fact 
that the War Department has not found it 
practicable to make any satisfactory re- 
vision of the promotion list that would be 
just to all officers thereon, and the reasons 
therefor, have been made to your Commit- 
tee. Not only has a satisfactory revision 
of the list been found impracticable, but 
a revision is deemed relatively unimpor-

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House for Furlow Bill

THE Subcommittee which is studying 
the problem of promotion and re- 


tirement submitted its first report to 
the full committee on Tuesday of this 
week, and a favorable report has been 
ordered by the Committee. This report 
is in the form of a bill introduced by 
Mr. Furlow which provides for a sep- 
arate promotion list for the Air Corps. 
Briefly, the bil! provides that flying offi- 
cers shall be promoted to the various 
grades after 3, 7, 12, 20, and 26 years 
of commissioned service. Nonflying offi- 
cers of the Air Corps are to be promoted 
as provided for officers of other branches 
of the Army. In order to insure a 
minimum number of officers in each of 
the field grades, the bill provides that 
officers of less than the requisite num- 
ber of years of service may be promoted 
so as to have at least 4 per centum in 
the grade of colonel, 5 per centum in 
the grade of lieutenant colonel and at 
least 26 per centum in all three field 
grades. 

The bill carries a retirement provision 
which gives an officer of the Air Corps the 
right to retire upon his own application 
after 30 years’ service and in computing 
length of service for retirement each year 
of flying service shall count as two years 
of service. The bill also provides that an 
Air Corps officer, who is 54 years of age, 
shall, if he makes application therefor, be 
retired from active service and that officers 
of the Air Corps, who become physically 
disqualified for flying duty, shall be eligible 
for retirement for physical disability. The 
bill further provides that an officer of the

Senate Asks 86,000 


Men to Man Vessels

RECTIFYING the one glaring deficiency 
in the House Naval Appropriation 
Bill and providing for the most pressing 
and essential increase sought by the 
Navy Department, the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee on April 11 reported out 
the Appropriation Measure for 1929, pro« 
viding for a personnel of 86,000 men, the 
minimum set by the department, and 
2,750 in excess of the present strength 

and the figure set by the House. 

Increase House Funds. 

Carrying a total of $363,737.017, an in- 
crease over the House appropriation of 
$4,318,780, the bill is slated for immediate 
consideration by the Senate. All indica- 
tions point to its speedy passage virtually 
intact. 

The committee measure exceeds the ap< 
propriation for the current fiscal year by 
$24,930,539.79 and is $3,257,547.69 in ex- 
cess of the budget estimates submitted. 

About $2,000,000 of the addition of 
$4,318,780 voted by the Senate Committee 
over the amount carried in the House obill 
was accounted for by increased funds 
necessary to meet the pay and subsistence 
of the new personnel. 

All provisions of the House bill relating 
to appropriations were retained by the 
Senate Committee, which also voted to 
add to the House measure $635,000 for 
procurment of 22 airplanes to be used 
by Reserve Aviators. 

Other increases were: Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, $222,000, Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, $71,255; Bureau of Supplies and Ace 
counts, $2,865,025; Bureau of Ordnance, 
$24,000; Bureau of Construction and Ree 
pair, $102,000; Bureau of Engineering, 
$48,450; Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
$39,250. 

The Marine Corps appropriations were 
increased $116,184 to provide for the train- 
ing of 16 companies of 48 officers and 1,488 
men, also 300 officers of the Fleet and 
Volunteer Reserve and 500 men from the 
Volunteer Reserve. 

Analyze Personnel Needs. 

The most careful analysis of personnel 
needs has been made by the Navy De- 
partment during the past year. Boards 
have been convened during the year 
throughout the Navy to recommend the 
necessary allowances of men for the vari<« 
ous types of ships to carry on the normal 
peace-time operations and training sched- 
ules. 

Shore stations can not be further cut 
and the percentage of men on shore, even 
with our short enlistments and  conse- 
quently great percentage of recruits, is 
less than that for any other Navy. The 
larger part credited to shore consists of 
recruits in training, trade schools, neces- 
sary instructors, air stations, radio sta- 
tions, sick, hospital corpsmen, in transit, 
recruiting, and necessary district craft. 

To maintain our Navy at any strength 
requires that over one-fifth of its strength 
be recruited each year from our 18 and 
19-year old boys. We must therefore real- 
ize that only about four-fifths of the total 
strength of the Navy can really be classed 
as effectives. 

These reports indicate that over 88,000 
men are really required. The Navy De- 
partment after scaling this down to what 
is considered the minimum limit finally 
reached the figure of something over 86,< 
000 men but this not only did not provide 
full complements for ships on the Asiatic 
Station which is considered very importe 
tant, but it made cuts considered inadvis- 
able throughout the fleet. In ail these es- 
timates the one-fifth of the Navy which 
must be classed as ineffectives is consid- 
ered as effectives except for the actual 
numbers under a short course of recruit 
training. 

It must not be forgotten that over a 
period of five or six years the strength 
of the Navy has been reduced over 2,500 
men and the air forces increased about 
5,000 men, making a decrease for the 
Navy, exclusive of air development, of 
about 7,500 men, this in the face of new 
developments in fire control anti-aircraft 
batteries and increased repair facilities 
afloat for economy purposes, all requiring 
more men, and this too at a time when 
other Navies are expanding. 

Efficient petty officers can not be quickly 
m.de. The Navy must have highly skilled 
men of nearly every trade to operate and 
keep in condition the intricate mechanism 
on the various types of craft; for safety 
reasons alone the actual and potential 
power within our ships must be under 
skilled and trustworthy supervision; team 
work, not only within the ship, but within 
the Fleet is becoming more complicate@

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Merchant Marine Pro blems Engage Atten 


REALIZATION of the value of the Merchant Marine as an auxiliary to the Navy 

and the necessity of having American goods carried in American ships are 
stressed in editorial comment on the pending bills in Congress pertaining to 
shipping operations. Imminence of action on the question leads also to wide- 
spread discussion of the advisability of Government or private operation in the press. 


THe Pittsburgh Post-Gazette (Independent), speaking of plans of the Committee 

on Merchant Marine and Fisheries, says: “Traditionally the American people 
appear to be against anything named ‘subsidy’ for shipping, and also against Gov- 
ernment ownership of such vessels in competition with private merchantmen. An 
effort is now being made to get the Government out of the business it was put into 
during the war. But if we are to get our share of the foreign trade it is obvious 
that we must have our own merchant marine. With Government ownership and 
operation widely opposed, and with the necessary ships not being produced by 
private enterprise, the only thing left apparently, whether we like it or not, is to 
do something to encourage private building. So again there is heard, with reported 
unanimity for it in Congress, the proposition that the construction loan fund of 
the Shipping Board be liberalized, that the Post Offiee Department make long term 
mail-carrying contracts with cargo vessels as well as passenger, and that the per- 
sonnel of our own merchant ships be enlisted in the naval reserve. It grows ap- 
parent that with the return from capital so much greater in so many other enter- 
prises, our shipbuilding for foreign trade will simply have to receive special en- 
couragement if our goods are to be carried in our own vessels.” 


THe Chicago Tribune (Republican), remembers how “Folks Used to Laugh 

* About the Swiss Navy. Ours Is Laughable Now.” Thinks the Tribune: “The 
United States has expended more than three billion dollars on its Government owned 
merchant fleet and it has today a marine outmatched by half a dozen smaller, 
poorer nations. Year by year since the war the Government marine has been losing 
trade and losing money; its antique vessels are the slow freight carriers of the 
world, fereed to accept the cheapest cargoes while foreign competitors snap up the 
high tariff goods. As a seagoing people we are good farmers.”

* get some real American ships, at last. The Senate has passed the Jones bill, 
which allows the expenditure of $250,000,000 to modernize and replace the Ship- 
ping Board fleet, used for maintaining essential trade routes which private capital 
will not undertake. That assures the continuation of an efficient Government- 
owned merchant fleet. The great expansion of our shipping on the high seas must, 
however, come from privately invested capital.

United States Wants Program

‘'PHERE can be no reasonable doubt 

that a substantial majority of the 
people of the United States heartily 
favor the extension of the principle of 
Naval Limitation (now confined to bat- 
tleships and airplane carriers only) to 
other types of ships, always provided 
that the spirit of the Washington Treaty 
is preserved and that our final “Treaty 
Navy” be adequate for the defense of 
our territories, possessions, policies and 
interests. Pursuant to the terms of the 
Washington Treaty, the signatory 
powers will meet in conference in 1931. 
What most coneerns us here is the fact 
that the best informed and most com- 
petent observers are unanimously of the 
opinion that the adoption of the House 
bill will destroy all reasonable hope of 
2 satisfactory limitation agreement in 
1931. It is easy to believe that the 
temper of the House was affected, to 
some extent at least, by the hue and 
«ry raised by an exceedingly vociferous 
and well organized section of our people. 

" Clamor Was Misleading. 

If this estimate of the situation is 
justified by the event, it is to be hoped 
that the memory of the country will be 
sufficiently tenacious to place the blame 
where it will properly belong, viz.: on 
the organizations referred to, whose well 
intended actions are based largely on 
emotion rather than on reason. There 
is—and those who refuse to recognize it 
are blind—an element of moral nobility 
in. the hysterical pressure for peace 
which lies at the bottom of much— 
though not all—of the anti-Navy clamor 
with which the air has recently been 
filled. It is indeed a pity that insistence 
on a chimerical ideology should force 
the country to grasp the shadow and 
lose th: substance. 

Had the House confined itself to sub- 
stituting 2 three-year for a five-year 
program, there would be little or no 
yoom for criticism except on the broad 
grounds of international policy men- 
tioned above. In that case, the total of 
the authorizations, old and new, would 
have permitted the construction of 
fifteem cruisers, three airplane carriers, 
six destroyer leaders and twenty-one 
submarines instead of fifteen cruisers, 
one airplane carrier, twelve destroyers 
(or leaders )and three submarines. Per- 
haps, the most striking thing about the 
House bill is its lack of balance. Con- 
gress will certainly be assuming a seri- 
ous responsibility if it disregards all 
competent and responsible advice con- 
cerning this complex, technical ques- 
tion. Fortunately, in so far as destroyer 
leaders are concerned, the remedy al- 


| ready lies in the hands of Congress 
since, if it so elects, the number required 
for a balanced three-year program can 
be constructed under the 1916 authoriza- 
tion. Unfortunately this is not the case 
in so far as airplane carriers and sub- 
marines are concerned, since the 1916 
authorization provides for three  sub- 
marines only and no airplane carriers, 
With respect to these two vitally im- 
portant types, then, nothing can remedy 
the situation except amendment of the 
House bill. 
Essence of Situation Missed. 

Anyone who takes the trouble to study 
press comment and the propaganda put 
out by those organizations which have 
elected to place themselves in opposition 
to the President’s policy, cannot fail to 
be struck by the fact that the essence 
of the situation is very generally over- 
looked. Let us state the naked truth. 
Unfortunately, we still carry on our 
Navy lst a large number of obsolete 
and obsolescent ships whose fighting 
value is zero. On balance, these old 
cripples are a liability and not an asset, 
and to sacrifice their crews to no useful 
end by putting them in war against 
modern ships would be nothing less than 
criminal. In the welter of tables which 
have appeared purporting to show our 
actual and relative naval strength, this 
junk pile serves to swell numbers and 
tonnage to respectable totals. In so far 
as cruisers alone are concerned, the 
House Committee report should go far 
towards clearing the air, since it sets 
forth with admirable clarity the situa- 
tion which actually exists when the junk 
and near junk is excluded from consid- 
eration. The bare facts with regard to 
modern cruisers built, building and ap- 
propriated for as revealed by the Com- 


mittee is as follows:

The Committee report also brought 
out very clearly the fact that the House 
bill would still leave us with a cruiser 
strength far below the Washington 
Treaty ratios.

The true inwardness of the submarine 
situation is certainly not apparent to the 
man on the street, and small blame to 
him. Unfortunately, prevailing usage 
groups all ships capable of submergence 
together under the general term “sub- 
marine.” In consequence, the public 
overlooks the fact that there are nearly 
as many distinct types of submersible 
vessels as there are of surface ships. 
The veriest tyro knows that the cruiser 
cannot do the work of the battleship, 
nor the destroyer that of the airplane 
carrier, and accordingly in discussion of 
naval strength, relative or absolute, the 
surface ships always appear in separate 
categories. Without similar separation 
and classification, no true conception of 
our present submarine needs is possible. 

All submarines fall naturally into two 
main groups; the first comprising all 
“coastal” or defensive boats and the second 
all “overseas” boats. The fundamental dif- 
ference between these two main groups is 
as great as that between the destroyer and 
the battleship. For the United States, the 
“coastal” group includes all boats below 
1,150 tons standard displacement, that is to 
say, all of our submarines except the three 
V boats. The military role of this type of 
boat is necessarily confined to defense of 
areas in fairly close proximity to its base. 
Owing to the great extent of our coastline 
and the great distances which separate our 
home bases from areas in which we are 
vitally interested, such, for instance, as the 
Panama Canal, Hawaiian Islands and the 
Philippines, our coastal boats must be and 
are capable of making long passages under 
their own power. q 

The fact that the routine work of these 
boats involves passages from our North At- 
lantic bases to the Panama Canal, thence 
to our Pacific bases and from there to Hon- 
olulu and the Philippines, has created in 
some quarters the misleading impression 
that the largest of them, viz: the S boats, 
are, in fact, overseas submarines. This is a 
fundamental and fatal error. ‘The overseas 
submarine must be capable of passage to 
overseas war areas, the fulfillment of its 
military mission there and return to base. 
Without exception, our “coastal” boats, by 
reason of their small displacement (includ- 
ing the S boats), lack the sea speed, radius 
of action and habitability necessary to per- 
form the vitally important work of the 
“overseas” submarine, which, as the Navy 
Department has clearly pointed out to the 
House Committee, cannot be performed by 
any type of surface vessel. In truth, the 
“coastal” submarine is analogous to rail- 
way coast artillery and bears only a sec- 
ondary relation to true sea power. The 
number and tonnage of such boats required 
by the United States is not in any way de- 
pendent upon the number and tonnage of 
similar boats maintained by any other na- 
tion but is fixed by other considerations, 
such as the extent and configuration of 
coast lines, location of bases and the like. 

In so far as “coastal” boats alone are 
concerned, our situation at the moment is 
no doubt satisfactory. We must, however, 
not lose sight of the fact that submarines 
do not last forever and that replacements 








will, in the near future, be essential. The 
World Naval Powers are in accord in fixing 
the average useful life of a submarine at 
13 years. We new carry on our Naval list, 
exclusive of S-4 and: S-51, a total of 116 
“coastal” boats. ‘Ten of these, viz: two H 
and eight K boats, are already over 13 years 
of age. A three-year replacement program, 
if inaugurated this year, would extend de- 
liveries into 1933. Table I, below, shows 
that in that period, we shall lose through 
age 59 boats in addition to the 10 alresdy 
over 13 years of age.

Prominent among the arguments advanced 
against the President’s submarine program 
is the allegation that we now have a mate- 
rial superiority over the other Naval Powers 
in submarines. While this argument is at 
bottom fallacious, it is te the uninformed 
fully substantiated by the frequently 
quoted statistics relating to submarines 
built, building and appropriated for by the 
important Naval Powers. The facts with 
regard to total strength in submarines built, 
building and appropriated for by the United 
States, the British Empire and Japan are 
set forth in Table II below, which also 
shows the ratios both with respect to - 
bers and tonnage.

Without analysis, this table would cer- 
tainly seem_to justify the conclusion that 
our present position with respeet to subma- 
rines is satisfactory. It, however, includes 
all submarines carried on the respective 
Navy lists irrespective of age or type, 
When the defensive “coastal” submarine i 
excluded, an entirely different state af 
fairs springs to light as is clearly reveale 
by Table HI (“Overseas” submarines bui 
and building), which demonstrates beyon 
question our deplorable inferiority ji 
type of ship absolutely essential to a well- 
balanced and efficient Navy.

In addition to the 19 ships of this type 
built and building by the British Empire, 
12 more have been authorized by Parliament 
to be laid down not later than 1930, while 
we have authorized but not appropriated 
for three additional boats. To attain parity 
with the British Empire in numbers, we 
would have to authorize 22 additional boats 
and appropriate for and lay down by 1930 
25 beats.

Navy Studies Coast Defense 


THE Bingham resolution, providing for 

Congressional action on the moot 
question of aerial coast defense control, 
which has been referred to the Navy 
Department by the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee has been referred to the War 
Plans Section of Operations for consider- 
ation. 

Prior to the action of the committee, 
however, and on its own initiative, the 
Joint Army and Navy Board took pre- 
liminary action at its regular monthly 
meeting this week looking toward an ex- 
tension of its “policies” promulgated and 
made public last April. It is understood 
that further action will be taken at a 
meeting to be held in the near future. 

Under the existing law, the provision 
sponsored by General Mitchell, sometimes 
referred to in service circles as a “joker,” 
gives the Air Corps all operations from 
shore stations in coast defense, the 200- 
mile limit being commonly accepted as 
the line of demarkation. 

In the Joint Board’s promulgation of 
policy last year, concurred in by both the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy, the specific functions of the 
naval local defense forces are thus classi- 
fied: “To control coastal zones and sea 
lanes.” Further, to provide and operate 
“Aircraft suitable for observation, pa- 
trolling and scouting over the sea and 
for the protection of sea communications 
and coastal zones against attacks by 
hostile submarines and surface raiders.” 
It is also obligated to provide a system 
of off-shore scouting and patrol to give 
timely warning of an attack. 

Specifically, the Army is to maintain 
and operate essential harbor defenses, 
and with reference to aviation, the policy 
says: “Aircraft operating as an arm of 
the mobile army in general coast defense; 
in support of harbor defenses; or in off- 
shore air operations in support of or in 
lieu of naval forces.” 

S-4 REPORT EXPECTED 

The final report of the Naval Court 
of Inquiry that investigated the sinking 
of the S-4 and the salvage operations 
has been submitted to Secretary Wilbur 
and action on it is expected at any time.

Air Corps may, upon his own request, be 
transferred to another branch of the Army 
with the rank and grade in that branch 
which is determined by his length of com- 
missioned service as computed under exist- 
ing laws for the branch to which he is 
transferred. 

The following witnesses testified before 
the subcommittee on this measure: Assist- 
ant Secretary of War F, Trubee Davison, 
Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, Maj. : 
Dargue, Lts. Lester J. Maitland, Albert F. 
Hegenberger and H. A. Dinger., 

Secretary Davison, in his testimony, called 
attention to his former testimony in which 
he had stated that in his opinion, the Army 
was in a serious situation in regard to pro- 
motion, and that the Air Corps was in a 
worse situation than any other branch of 
the Army, and he stated that before going 
to Panama, he had conferred with Mr. Wain- 
wright and with Senator Reed and urged 
the importance of finding a solution of this 
problem for the Army as a whole and more 
particularly for the Air Corps, because, as 
he stated, the situation in the Air Corps 
seems to be getting worse all the time. In 
reply to that suggestion, Mr. Wainwright, 
the chairman of the subcommittee, assured 
him that now that the Muscle Shoals legis- 
lation is out of the Committee, the promo- 
tion and retirement problem in the Army 
is the major problem before the Committee 
and that the subcommittee proposes to give 
it full and careful consideration. 

Referring to the bill proposed last year 
by the War Department, Mr. Davison stated: 

“In my talk with the Chairman and with 
Senator Reed, I told them that speaking 
personally, there was no pride of author- 
ship so far as the War Department was 
concerned in this particular bill. What we 
wanted was a solution of this problem and 
if members of Congress could suggest a 
measure which would solve the problem, I 
was going to be for it and not simply stand 
by the bills that had been recommended. 
As far as the Furlow bill itself is concerned, 
of course, that bill had not been intro- 
duced at the time I left and I have only 
been back a few hours and have not had 
an opportunity to study the bill in great 
detail and work it out in all its ramifica- 
tions. But I do understand the general 
principles involved in the bill and I think 
in a general way what its effect would be, 
at least in my own judgment. I think it 
would go further than any bill that has 
been introduced to correct the promotion 
situation in the Air Corps itself. 

“There is one point I would like to raise 
in connection with it, however, for your 
consideration. I was hoping a solution of 
this problem could be reached, a solution 
for this very vital problem that would keep 
the whole Army in so far as it is possible 
to do so in step in the promotion situation. 
My chief reason for that is this, that I 
would hate to see any kind of a wedge 
driven between the Air Corps and the rest 
of the Army, which would in any way dam- 
age the good feeling and cooperation and 
coordination which everybody has been 
working so hard to bring about. 

“T mentioned a few moments ago the fact 
that when we visited the Panama Canal 
Zone, I was tremendously impressed with 
the wonderful work that the ground troops 
were doing in the way of cooperation with 
the air troops. We have come to learn and 
the ground troops have come to learn that 
they need us at the time of battle and, of 
course, the same thing applies the other 
way around, You are not going to get that 
cooperation and coordination if anything is 
injected which is going to cause dissatis- 
faction or bad feeling. My hope is that 
this problem will be solved because it is 
the most important one, in my judgment, 
that is now before the Army. This Air 
Corps personnel situation must be straight- 
ened out if we are going to keep our men 
and keep our morale, instead of having it 
going down all the time as we_ know it is, 
and the problem can be solved but we have 
got to continue the work of bringing the 
ground troops and the air troops together 
in sympathy and understanding.” 

At this point, Mr. Wainwright remarked, 
“T rather gather that you have in your 
mind that this will be an ideal thing for 
the Air Corps, that you have some doubt of 
the wisdom of doing it at this time ex- 
cept in cooperation with the general pro- 
motion situation and that you rather hesi- 
tate to indorse the wisdom of doing this 
precise thing.” 

Mr. Davison then continued, “I would like 
to be quite sure first it could not be done 
the other way. As I said, I have not had 
a chance to study this bill in detail and 
my impressions may be wrong as to that 
end of it. The difficulty with this is in 
connection with stirring up bad feeling. I 
am simply raising this question because I 
have not had time to think it through to 
see if we can solve this problem, partic- 
ularly so far as the Air Corps is concerned, 
and at the same time do it in a way that 
is going to bring about the sympathy of 
the rest of the Army and keep that good 
feeling that has developed during the last 
two years between the Air Corps and the 
ground troops.” 

Mr. Wainwright then asked, “You do feel 
that this legislation, if enacted at this 
time, standing by itself, might have some 
little unfortunate effect as far as the other 
Services are concerned?” 

Mr. Davison replied, “That is my opinion, 
I am not sure it would, but that is what 
I believe.” 

Mr. Wainwright continued, “I think what 
we had been impressed with is that the 
series of bills proposed by the General 
Officers Boards being carried into effect 
would not in any way solve this Air Serv- 
ice situation. We are impressed with the 
facts that ever since some of us have been 
in Congress, we have been talking about 
this thing and nothing has been done. 
Everybody scems to admit that something 
should be done. The War Department has 
been definitely requested to recommend 


some solution which they have not done.

IJ 
have no opinion on that. Perhaps the Fur- 
low bill is right and could be applied to 
the rest of the Army. Perhaps there is 
some middle ground that would meet the 
two situations. I do not see that there is 
much difference between the Furlow bill 
and the recommendation of the Patrick 
Board, but I believe a further study might 
show that whatever differences there are 
might be reconcilable, either by bringing 
the Patrick Board down to this one or 
bringing this down to the Patrick Board or 
finding some middle ground, in the mean- 
time, wiping out the percentage restrictions 
in the higher grades, because these per- 
centage restrictions would be a tremendous 
disadvantage to the Air Corps officers.” 

After some discussion on the matter of 
attrition, in which the fact was developed 
that there is strong opposition to the adop- 
tion of any such principle in the solution 
of this problem, Mr. James remarked, “I 
can see where other men in other branches 
of the Service might have good reason to 
complain if we should puss the Furlow bill 
and did not follow :t up with any other 
legislation, but if we should pass the Fur- 
low bill and then find that some further 
adjustment of it is needed, that can be con. 
sidered in connection with an amendment. 
Suppose, in addition to passing the Furlow 
bill, we should pass a bill which would 
promote a 2nd lieutenant after three years, 
a captain after seven years, etc., and do 
that under another bill rather than under 
this bill, I do not think there would be such 
great feeling in the other branches of the 
Service. I can see how there might be if 
we only passed one bill, but that is not the 
idea of this Committee as I understand it.” 

Subcommittee No. 8 is continuing its 
meetings on this important subject and I 
am in hopes that before the end of an- 
other week, the subcommittce will have fur- 
ther recommendations to make to the full 
Committee.

Navy Strength Set at 86,000

and must be highly developed. Boys 18 
and 19 years old require years of training 
to take the highly skilled and key posi- 
tions in this team. 

Increase in the Navy should be gradual, 
Highty-six thousand men are recommended 
for next year. This number is not suffi- 
cient but it will not only relieve to a 
certain extent the present acute shortage 
of men but it will put more boys in train- 
ing for the future. We must be prepared 
to efficiently man our building program— 
a gradual increase looking to the future 
is not only a step toward efficiency but 
it is real economy. 

The immediate increase to 86,000 men 
would be used as follows to partly relieve 
the present shortege: 

Sixteen battleships, 1st line, new fire 
control and anti-aircraft battery; engie 
neering requirements in electric drive bate 
tleships, 702; 10 light cruisers, first line, 
general inadequacy found after experience 
in a new type of ship. This increase will 
have to be made even if other units are 
further cut down, 170; two aircraft care 
riers, first line, numbers now allowed have 
proved to be inadequate, 892; one air- 
craft carrier, second line, this is due to 
increase in aircraft assigned to ship, 17; 
two mine layers, second line, additional 
men required to care for engincering and 
communications, 27; two patrol vessels, 
eagles, inadequately manned, 

Twelve patrol vessels, gunboats, these 
ships all require complements on account 
of the active operations in which they are 
engaged, 44; five patrol vessels, converted 
yachts, Scorpion goes out of commission, 
89; six auxiliaries, destroyer tenders, ex- 
perience shows that the allowance of 
these tenders are totally inadequate. This 
is largely due to the overhaul work done 
by them on the destroyers which in the 
past has been largely done by Navy yards, 
50; six auxiliaries, submarine tenders, 
These vessels are in a similar status to 
destroyer tenders. The demands on them 
have increased. A large part is required 
on the Holland, which is a new vessel, 
on which experience has shown that the 
allowances are inadequate, 70; other auxilie 
aries inadequately manned, 324.

This conference was arranged in order 
that representatives of the War Depart- 
ment and the industry might get a better 
picture of each other’s problems and form- 
ulate a definite plan whereby a cotton uni- 
form cloth, satisfactory to the Army, both 
as to construction and color, might be de- 
veloped. 

The procedure tentatively adopted was 
as follows: the War Department will pre- 
pare specification which will include 
weight, width, tensile strength, method of 
laundering, method of test as to shrinkage, 
fastness of color, eic., and will furnish a 
sample of the material of the desired color. 
It was agreed that the War Department 
would not, at the present time, attempt to 
specify whether the yarn will be carded 
or combed or whether the cloth will be 
piece dyed or stock dyed. Each of the 
manufacturers will proceed to prepare 
samples of material which, in their opinion, 
will meet these specifications, and samples 
will be forwarded to the War Department 
for test. Following the test, the best 
sample, if selected by the War Department, 
will be accepted as a basis for a specifi- 
cation for cotton Olive Drab uniform cloth, 
Which will be given a practical test 
fore final adoption. 

This procedure was unanimously in- 
dorsed by all representatives of the mills 
present and the War Department officials, 
is being the most practicable procedure. 

It was felt by all concerned that the re- 
sults of this conference, which was the 
first of its kind held since the formation 
of the Cotton Textile Institute, were pro- 
ductive of great good, and it was the 
unanimous belief of all that future similar 
eonferences could be held to the great ad- 
vantage of all concerned, when similar 
problems arise,

Enlisted Pay Bills Opposed 
ISAPPROVING pending legislation 
(H. R. 6084) to equalize longevity 
pay of enlisted men of the Army and 
Navy, Secretary of War Davis has sug- 
gested to the House Military Committee 


that the bill be changed to read: 

Thz:t hereafter enlisted men of the Army 
shall receive, as a permanent addition to 
their pay, an increase of 10 per centum 
of their base pay upon completion of the 
first four years of service and an addi- 
tional increase of 5 per centum for each 
four years service thereafter, the total not 
to exceed 25 per centum: Provided, that in 
computing length of service for the pur- 
poses of this Act, service in the Army and 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey and Public Health 
Service may be counted. 

The bill as introduced by Mr. McSwain 
allowed credit for pay purposes of en- 
listed service only. The Secretary wrote 
as follows concerning the measure’s 
effect: 

It will change the method of computing 
longevity pay for enlisted men of the 
Army to accord with the method prescribed 
for the Navy. The bill, as worded, would 
lir.it the service that could be counted in 
computing longevity pay of enlisted men in 
the Army to enlisted service, presumably 
in the Army; whereas they may now count 
service cther than enlisted, and the law 
specifically avthcrizes service in the Army 
and Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard and 
Goedetic Survey, and Public Health Serv- 
ice to be counted.

It will be noted that for each four 
years of service up to 16, enlisted men of 
the Navy receive an increase of 5 per cent 
more than men of the Army. They also 
reach the maximum pay per grade after 
16 years service while an enlisted man of 
the Army must serve 20 years to receive 
maximum pay per grade. Lt 

In two letters to the House Military 
Affairs Committee discussing H. R. 6521 
and 6522, bill to equalize the base pay 
of enlisted men of the Army and the 
Navy, Secretary of War Davis disap- 
proves of both bills as being in conflict 
with the President’s financial program. 
Cost of H. R. 6521, if enacted, would be 
$899,674. The bill would raise the pay 
of fourth grade enlisted men of the 
Army from $54 to $60, which is the 
Navy figures for fourth grade pay. H. 
R. 6522, to give Army enlisted men of 
fifth grade $54 per month pay instead 
of $42, would cost $1,725,933, according 
to Secretary Davis’ estimate.

Against Engineers’ Transfer 

HE War Department and Department 

of the Interior would become involved 
in disputes over the selection of engi- 
neers, the tenure of their assignments 
and innumerable other technical matters 
if the Board of Engineers on Rivers and 
Harbors is transferred from the Depart- 
ment of War to the Department of the 
Interior and placed under a Bureau of 
Public Works, Maj. Gen. C, P. Summer- 
all, Chief of Staff, and Chief of Engi- 
Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, told 
members of the subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Expenditures in 
Executive Departments, April 10. Gen- 
erals Summerall and Jadwin testified at 
a hearing in opposition to the Wyant bill 
(H. R. 8127), which would provide for 
the transfer to the Department of the 
Interior of the public works functions of 
the Federal Government. 

The Secretary of War, the Chief of 
Staff, the Chief of Engineers, should be 
transferred to the Department of the 
Interior in the capacity of a board of 
directors, if the Board of Engineers is 
placed under the proposed Bureau of 
Public Works, General Summerall de- 
clared.

paredness tour, preaching the doctrine of the necessity of a “peaceful, neutral 
Navy” to maintain the prosperity of all sections of the country through the 
middle West. 

With conviction ebviously 2s deep-rooted and maturely attained as an 
individusl can have and showing 2 comprehensive grasp of the broader aspects 
of sea power possessed only by those few who have made a profound study of 
fis bearing on the national life of a country, the Secretary has consistently ad- 
vocated and advanced the irtevests of the Navy and the nation. Favoring every 
possible effort to reach international agreements that would limit naval arma- 
ment, he has worked and fought to keep the Treaty Navy up to the standards 
which the Washington agreement pledged the United States to maintain just as 
emphatically as it committed us not to excecd the limitations set.

Now the people of the United States, remote 
from the hardships of the struggle, vision the World War as it was—a great epic 
in the history of humanity, in which the United States fought on the side of right, 
and its servants discharged their responsible and dangerous duties with a fidelity, 
a courage, and an ability which call for the highest commendation. We are glad 
Generals Liggett and Bullard are to be given the recognition to which they are 
entitled, but we congratulate the country on its awakening to the meritorious char- 
acter of the services performed by those officers, 





‘HE CREATION OF A DIVISION for the Reserves in the War Department, which 

is promised by congressional legislation, is a step forward in national defense 
which will meet with general approval. It has been evident for a long time that the 
present method of handling the Reserves was breaking down and that if continued 
it would injure the Pershing plan to provide the country with at least partially 
trained officers for use in time of emergency. When the division shall enter into 
operation, the Reserves will feel they have a concentrated office before which they 
can appear with their troubles and which can be depended upon to aid them in the 
solution of the various problems that are constantly arising. The Militia 
Bureau, which functioned with difficulty for a time, is now proving its value in the 
close relations which it maintains with the Department and the General Staff. The 
same will be true of the Reserve Division. Major General Summerall, as a result of 
his experience in the Department, has come out squarely for the division, and his 
attitude assures the closest cooperation between him and that division. 


Ove NAVY HIIAS ITS troubles, but that of Great Britain is suffering from a public 
sentiment aroused as a result of the so-called “Royal Oak Trial.” The petty 
bickerings revealed by the testimony are not seemly for a service with the proud 
traditions which the Steel Walls of England have for their guide. We do not be- 
lieve the conditions shown at Gibraltar affect the morale or discipline of the Royal 
Fleet. In time of action, it would be found as united as always has been the case 
when an enemy appears upon the horizon. We regard the Royal Oak case as a 
sporadic incident, and if not, the publicity given to the affair, with the universal 
criticism which it has aroused, will cause a tightening up of discipline due to the 
humiliation which the personnel itself feels. We are strenuously opposed to British 
propaganda which seeks to minimize the size of our Navy, but we are desirous that 
an effective British Fleet shall be maintained, for the time may come again when 
conditions will require it and our forces to act together against a common foe.

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Reserve ‘Division Bill Is Reported Favorably 


The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs has favorably reported the bill (S. 
3458), to create a Reserve Division in 
the War Department. This action, ex- 
clusively forecast by the Army and Navy 
Journal, places the measure on the Sen- 
minor 


ate Calendar for action. One 
amendment was made in the original 
measure, the text of which was pub- 


lished on Page 531 of the issue of March 
3. This amendment limits the tour of 
duty of Reserve officers assigned to the 
Reserve Division to four years and 
further provides that a Reserve officer 
may serve such a tour only once. Ex- 
cept for the explanation that the amend- 
ment is designed to prevent “repeaters” 
and lengthen duty tours, the report on 
the bill closely follows the original Reed- 
James statement which also appeared 
in the issue of March 3. 

The bill would create a Reserve Di- 
vision in the War Department under the 
Chief of Staff, which would consist of a 
chief, with the rank of Major General, 
selected from officers of the Regular 
Army, three Reserve officers and such 
clerical help as may be necessary. The 
Division would be charged with super- 
vision of the Organized Reserve, R. O. 
T. C. and C. M. T. C. 

Supplementing the story concerning 
the Senate hearing on the bill April 6, 
in our last issue we present the verbatim 
testimony of Maj. Gen. C. P. Summerall,

The 
manner in which they would function 
would not, in my judgment, in any way 
militate against the successful adminis- 
tration of any one of the elements named. 
As a matter of fact, our Corps Areas are 
now so organized that we have an officer 
in charge of each one of these activities.

Woald Be Under Reserve Chief. 

Gen. Summerall. There would be no 
change in dealing with any agency outside 
of the War Department. All administra- 
tion would be through Corps Area com- 
meanders, precisely as it now. Corps 
Area commanders would deal with the 
Training Camps Association in procure- 
meat for the Citizens Military Training 
Camps. They would deal with the Or- 
ganized Reserves in executing the admin- 
istrative requirements of the War Depart-

ment. In the same way they would deal 
with the R. O. T. C. units in carrying 
out the orders of the War Department.

Offers No Amendments. 


Gen. Summerall. I do not feel that ii 
would be worth while to try to amend 


the bill as it is now, because of the very 
general nature of the terms. The Secre- 
tury of War can do anything he wants 
under this bill, and if it should be found, 
as I have said, that later on changes would 
be useful, we can come to the Congress 
with recommendations. 

The Chairman. Are there any questions 
that any members of the Committee would 
like to ask Gen. Summerall? 

Senator Fletcher. General, 
additional expense involved? 

Gen. Summerall. The War 
has not reported on the bill, and no de- 
failed study has therefore been made. The 
actual additional expense would be that for 
clerks and stationery and the pay of three 
reserve officers on active duty. I had 
rather not insert an estimate in the record. 

Senator Fletcher. Could you give us 4 
general idea of it now, not attempting to 
be accurate about it, but just so we could 
get an idea? 

Gen. Summerall. I should say $30,000 a 
year. That is just an approximation over 
and above the normal cost of the salaries 
of the regular officers. 

Senator Fletcher. Would it involve 
question of pay or rank or promotion, 
anything of that sort? 

Gen. Summerall. Yes, sir. It 
the detail on active duty of three officers of 
the Reserve Corps. That would be the 
added pay of officers. The number of clerks 
is undetermined at present. We would 
have to find that out by actual experience. 

The Chairman. It would relieve other 
officers of that much clerical work, would 
it not?

Yes; I think there is 
an advantage in combining them. At the

Either 
way is perfectly practicable, but I would 
favor combining them under one directing 
head, who would coordinate their expendi- 


tures probably better than they could be 
coordinated under the other plan. 

The Chairman. Are there any other 
questions? If not, we are very much 


obliged to you, General Surmmerall. 
From Col. H. C. Jones’ Statement. 

Col. H. C. Jones, Inf.-Res., summed up 
the opposition views as follows: 

I appear before this Committee repre- 
senting the Department of Maryland, Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the United 
States, with my colleagues: Col. J. Harry 
Ullrich, Lt. Col. Charles S. Biggs, Maj. T

The Maryland Department wants the Of- 
_ficers Reserve Corps to stay in the Army. 
“It wants the prestige of continuing to be 
an integral part of the first line forces of 
the Nation. It wants to give its loyal sup- 
port to the General Staff and to War De- 
partment policies and regulations for its 
government. It wants to grow with, and in 
the Army family, as part and parcel thereof, 
feeling as it does, that what is good fox 
the Regular Service, is good for the Re- 
serves and vice versa, and that the two 
are interdependent. 

_It wants a discontinuance of this con- 
tinual striving for separate and special ad- 
vantages for Reserve officers, and it wants 
especially to bring to an end the present 





policy of fighting the legally constituted au- 
thority that is charged with the responsi 


to the Senate 


bility of the development of this powerful 
component of the National Defense. 

In conclusion, the Maryland Department 
believes that there is nothing in the pro- 
visions of the Resolution adepted by the 


convention of the Reserve Officers’ Associa 

tion of the United States at Milwaukee, 
Oct., 1927, that cannot be just as well 
effected by an Executive Order. That legis 
lation, however well considered, will prove 
to be too inelastic for this growing func 
tion, and that the present “set up” in the 
War Department. made permanent by an 


Executive Order, and which can be amended 


in the same way as conditions may fron 
time to time make changes necessary, is 
preferable to any function that could be 
set up by additional legislation. and which 
is unquestionably designed to place the 
Reserve officers in an advantageous posi 


tion, politically and otherwise, to force their 





own views on those who are responsible 
for the National Defense, and the welfare 
and development of the military forces of 
the Natiena as a whole. 

Statement of Hon. C. B. Robbins. 

The Assistant Secretary, Mr. Rolbins, is 
here, and we would like to have his view 
if he cares to give them. 

Mr. Robbins. I think. in speaking on 
this matter, I shall speak first from the 
standpoint of the reserve officer. tl am 
a reserve officer, and have been a reserves 
officer fer quite a geod number of years. 

The Chairman. Do vou still hold a com- 
mission’? 

Mr. Robbins. Yes, si: T am Cvlon el of 
the 349th Infantry. 

The Chairman. Under the con ind of 
yourself, so te speak? 

Well, I think I should 
have to go through the Corps Area com- 
mander to get to myself.

Answering what Col. Jones has said, there

It is just as 
you suggested: a chief of branch, just as 
the Infantry has its Chief of Branch, the 
Artillery and the Cavalry, and those dif 
ferent component arms. They are just 
as much a part of the Army of the United 


as the Infantry and the Cavalry. 
and so on; the only difference being thai 
they comprise all branches.

There are 
111,000 reserve officers, of whom nearly

been a feeling among reserve oflicers in 
my section of the country, at least fo~ 
some time, that they should haves centra 
body in the War Department, a sort o7 
chief of branch, to whom they can go 
with their problems; and that is what this 
bill is designed to do.

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Hoffman Bill Reported 


OLLOWING a favorable report by 
the House Military Committee on 
April 10. the Hoffman bill (H. R. 12624) 
which provides for readjustment of pay 
and aliowances of retired officers on ac- 
tive duty to remove the present discrim- 
ination against them as the result of ad- 
verse Comptroller General rulings, is 
now before the House and indications 
are that it will pass. 

The report included a letter from the 
War Department endorsing the bill, and 
citations of the various Acts concerning 
retired officers’ pay which were published 
in our issue of April 7 in the article by 
Representative Hoffman. The report con- 
cludes: 

“These laws confer on retired officers 
the same pay and allowances as officers 
on the active list and your Committee 
does not think there should be any dis- 
crimination by depriving retired officers 
on active duty the longevity pay they 
earn by actual service and annual leave 
1s allowed all officers on the active list 
and even civilian officials and employes 
n all departments of the Government.” 

The text of the bill follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that sec- 
tion 17 of the act approved June 10, 1922, 
*ntitled “An act to readjust the pay and 
allowances of the commissioned and en- 


liste” personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Coast and Geodetic 


Corps, Coast Guard, 
Survey, and Public Health Service,” as 
amended, is hereby further amended by 


inserting after words 
and before the next proviso, 
section, the following: “which pay shall 
include increases for all active duty per- 
formed since retirement in the computation 
of their longevity pay and pay periods.” 

And after the phrase, “receive full pay 
and allowances,” at the end of the last line 
of said section, by changing the period to a 
comma and inserting thereafter the follow- 
ing: “and when on active-duty status, shall 
have the same pay and allowance rights 
while 6n leave of absence or sick as offi- 
cers on the active list, and if death occurs 
when on active-duty status, while on leave 
of absence or sick, their dependents shall 
not thereby be deprived of the benefits pro- 
vided in act approved December 17, 1919, 
as amended, and in the act of June 4, 192 
Provided, that no back pay or allowances 
o_ accrue by reason of the passage of 
this act.’

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Financial Digest 
EPORTING on the volume of retail 
trade sales the Federal Reserve 


Board this week states: 

Preliminary returns from retail firms re- 
porting to the Federal reserve system indi- 
cate a slight increase in the volume of re- 
tail sales during the month of March as 
compared with a year ago. Sales of 516 
department stores were about 3 per cent 
greater, while those of eight 5-and-10-cent 
chain store systems increased 14 per cent. 
A part of this increase may be attributed 
to the fact that there were five Saturdays 
in March of this year, as compared with 
four a year ago. Total monthly sales of 
two reporting mail order houses were 1.5 
per cent larger than in March, 1927. 

The gain in department store sales was 
general throughout the United States as 
compared with last March, except in the 
Boston distri t, where there was a decline 
of about 1 per cent. The largest increases 
in sales occurred in the Atlanta, Minne- 
apolis, Chicago, and St. Louis districts; 
while increases of less than 1 per cent 
were reported from the Philadelphia and 
San Francisco districts. Stores in the New 
York and Cleveland districts showed gains 
of slightly more than 2 per cent.

As the Committee members prob- 
ably know, Colonel MacNider is regarded 
as a leader and champion of all ex-service 
men, and they have come to feel that he 
has a deep, sympathetic interest in all mat- 
ters that concern ex-service men. Up to 
about a year ago neither Colonel Mac- 











Nider nor I, as his executive, had any- 
thing to do with reserve matters at all, 
but our office was constantly in receipt 
of a large number of letters from all por- 
tions of the country from ex-service men, 
telling us of the problems which they had 
from time to time. The volume of that 
correspondence grew so that I went in 


to Colonel MacNider, and I said: “These 
men certainly need some representation 
There is 


here in the War Department. 
no hostility against them; there is no in- 
difference to the Organized Reserves in 
the War Department, but their interests 
are scattered here, and, although I have 
no official connection with the Reserves, I 
am going around to the various sections 
of the War Department to find the an- 
swers to the problems of these men and 
to write them accordingly,” and I said: “I 
believe these men should have a repre- 
sentative of their own in the War De- 
partment to look after their peculiar prob- 
lems,” and as my present chief, Colonel 
Robbins, has stated, their problems are 
infinitely more complex than those of the 
Regular Army, because of the conditions 
which confront them in civil life, because 


they are trying to carry on with eertain 
conditions in civil life, and certain condi- 


tions in the Reserves, and each man mects 
a problem which is peculiar to himself. 
These men are scattered all over this 
big country. Many of them are isolated, 
and they. rarely see men even from head- 
quarters. They are carrying on for the 
main part in an endeavor to be good 
citizens, and also in an endeavor to pro- 
mote the C. M. T. C. and the R. O. T. C. 
The spirit of the Reserve Corps is clean, 
and for the larger part unselfish, Many 
of them do not take training, as Colonel 
Robbins has said, and that presents prob- 
lems. There are many of them that do 
not do anything and do not take any in- 
terest in national defense. Those men 
should be gotten eut of the reserves. There 
are other men who give all the time they 
ean to the cause of national defense. 
Sénator Fletcher. You are dealing with 
that matter largely through the Assistant 
Secretary of War.

Isolation sometimes breeds mis- 
understandings and suspicions and things 
of that kind, and IT think that in going 
around the country last summer—lI trav- 
eled a great deal, by train and by airplane 
—Sseeing many of the Reserve Oflicers at 
their camps as I went around, I have 
been able to tell these people what the War 


Department’s General Staff was trying to 





do. I was not a member of the Staff and 
I was able to tell them. I would tell them 
that the General Staff was composed of 
big men. I have told the men in their 
camps what character of men there are 
on the General Staff, and that the poli- 
cies to which they objected represented an 
honest, painstaking effort on the part of 
the General Staff to get rid of the un- 
worthy men. I told them that the General 
Staff did not claim that those policies 
were perfect, and that the General Staff 


was perfectly willing to revise them in the 
light of experience. 
Acted As Liaison Officer. 

On the other hand, besides interpreting 
the General Staff and the War Department 
to the Reserve Officers, I have been able 
to bring back from them ideas to the Gen- 
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eral Staff, so that the General Staff could 


check their opinions and ideas, and they 
have dene that many, many times, I am 
sure. I believe that link has been a very 
useful thing to the Army and to the Re- 
serve Corps. 

‘The Chairman. And you think that this 
would function in the same way, only more 
so? 

Col. Stone. I think so. It would give 
the Reserve Officer a permanent status 
there, and I think new ideas through con- 
tact with the field man. By traveling 
around and getting these ideas, you would 
give the Reserve Corps representation and 
be able to originate new ideas for the con- 
sideration of the General Staff, telling them 
what their ideas are, and all of what is 
essential if we are going to have a happy 
and united defense family. 


The Chairman. Are there any other 
questions?

Statement of Col. O. Johnson. 

Col. Johnson: My name is Orvel John- 
son. I am a Lieutenant Colonel of In- 
fantry of the Reserves, and National Sec- 
retary of the Reserve Officers’ Association 
of the United States. I am the record 
keeper and conduct the correspondence of 
the Association. I attended the last four 
national conventions of the Association 
and am familiar with the element or the 
portion of our membership which has been 
favorable to a bureau, a more or less sep- 
arate institution. ‘This bill was not pro- 
posed by and is not being supported by 
that element, but has been proposed by 
and is being supported by the element who 
have consistently at all times been against 
the idea of a separate bureau. The large 
majority of officers of the Reserve Corps.

[ speak now of its nafional officers,—-would 
be very much opposed to any measure 
that would in any degree separate or sei 


aside the Reserves from the Army as a 
whole. On the other hand, gentlemen, it 


is our desire, and this is our proposal, to 


weld together, to make more permanent 
than the temporary arrangement is, to 
weld together for all time the Organized 


Reserves with the Army. We belong with 
the Chief of Staff, we desire to stay there, 
and we desire your assistance to help us 
to stay there for all time. 

The Chairman. And you favor this Dbill® 

Col. Johnson. Yes, sir. The Association 
favors this bill. This bill is offered to do 
away with the idea of there being proposed 
to Congress at any time a bill providing 
for the establishment of a separate bureau. 
This is not intended to separate us, but 
to bring us closer together than we have 
ever been.

(Continued from First Page) 
tant in the solution of the general prob- 
lem of improving the existing situation. 
The basic problem is the one of providing 
reasonable promotion for all officers in and 
above the World War hump. Such a re- 
sult will be influenced little, if any, by 
special measures designed to merely change 
the relative order of individuals on the 
promotion list. 

This bill would make no change in the 
number percentage of general officers of 
the line. For reasons already stated in re- 
ports made to your Committee it is believed 
that a sound and comprehensive solution 
of the promotion problem should include 
some small increase in the number of gen- 
eral officers of the line and that these offi- 
cers should be included in the category 
designated as promotion list officers. 

The bill would cause the proportion of 
field officers to be increased to 40 per 
cent * * * This would not, as in other bills 
under consideration, be a temporary in- 
crease deferred until such time as necessary 
and maintained only so long as necessary 
to permit captains of 17 years of service 
to be promoted. It would be a permanent 
increase to be reached by substantial in- 
crement during the next seven years and 
to be maintained thereafter. The effect 
would be during these seven years to cause 
the promotion of large numbers of captains 
of less than 17 years of service and there- 
after to cause the promotion of captains as 
vacancies occur in the 40 per cent of field 
officers without regard to length of serv- 
ice of those promoted. Thus, both initially 
and continuously thereafter, vacancies and 
not length of service, would control the pro- 
motion of captains to the grade of major. 

With respect to attrition for outflow from 
the active list, the bill provides, first that 
all existing statutes for termination of ac- 
tive service of officers be continued in effect 
and fully utilized; second, that normal sep- 
aration be supplemented by affording an op- 
portunity to leave the active list to offi- 
cers in and above the World War hump 
before they complete the length of service 
requisite for retirement under existing 
laws * ® ®,

‘That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, directed to cause 
the promotion list created pursuant to the provisions of Section 24a of the Army 
Reorganization Act of June 4, 1920, to be revised and rearranged in the following 
respects and particulars: 

First. Persons appointed as captains, first lieutenants, or second lieutenants 
under the provisions of Section 24 of the Army Reorganization Act of June 4, 
1920, shall be placed in the respective grades to which they were originally 
appointed, according to commissioned service rendered between April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, among the captains, first lieutenants, and second lieuten- 
ants, respectively, of the Regular Army and Philippine Scouts as of June 30, 
1920, who were originally appointed since April 6, 1917, according to commissioned 
service rendered by them between April 6, 1917, and November 11, 1918, and 
where such commissioned service is, or was, equal the officers, shall be arranged 
in their respective grades according to age, the oldest first: Provided, That 
any captain or first lieutenant of the Regular Army as of June 306, 1920, who 
is now in a permanent grade lower than then held shall, in such rearrangement, 
be considered to be in the grade now held: Provided further, That intraclass 
relative arrangement and continuity of each United States Military Academy 
class within such rearrangement shall not be disturbed, each class being treated 
for the purpose of this rearrangement as a unit and as in the permanent grade 
held by the majority of the class on June 30, 1920, and as of the age of the oldesi 
member of each class. 

Second. Persons originally appointed in the grades of captain or first lieuten- 
ant under the provision of Section 24 of the Army Reorganization Act of June 
4, 1920, shall, upon promotion to the next respective higher grade, be placed on 
the promotion list above any officer then in such grade who was originally 
appointed, under said Section 24, to a grade lower than that to which the 
promoted oflicer was originally appointed. 

Sec. 3. Except as hereinafter provided, promotion-list officers below the 
grade of colonel shall be promoted to the grade of first Neutenant after three 
years’ service, to the grade of captain after ten years’ service, to the grade of 
major after seventeen years’ service, te the grade of lieutenant colonel after 
twenty-three years’ service, and to the grade of colonel after twenty-eight years’ 
service. For purposes of promotion, there shall be credited all active Federal 
commissioned service, except that officers originally appointed in the Regular 
Army to date from July 1, 1920, shall be deemed to have the same length of 
service as the next preceding officer on the promotion list who was in Regular 
Army or Philippine Scouts prior to July 1, 1920. Any officer whose original 
position on the promotion list has been or may hereafter be changed by sentence 
of a general court-martial or by law shall be deemed to have the same com- 
missioned service as the officer next below whom he has been or 
may be placed by such change. All promotion-list officers below the grade of 
colonel shall be promoted in the order of their standing upon the promotion list 
as rearranged in accordance with other provisions of this Act. The aggregate 
number of promotion-list officers in the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, and 
major shall not be less than a minimum of 26 per centum nor more than 406 
per cenium of the total authorized number of promotion-list officers: Provided, 
That on July 1 of each year, beginning with 1928 and ending with 1935, the 
said minimum per centum shall be increased by 1% per centum of the total 
authorized number of promotion-list officers. In so far as necessary to maintain 
said minimum per centum, officers of less than seventeen years’ service shall be 
promoted to the grade of major, and only in so far as their promotions will not 
cause said maximum of 40 per centum to be exceeded shall officers who have 
completed seventeen years’ service be promoted to the grade of major. No 
promotion-list officer shall be promoted to the grade of lieutenant colonel until 
he shall have served at least three years in the grade of major. The number 
of promotion-list ofticers in the grade of colonel shall not be less than 4 per 
centum nor more than 6 per centum of the total authorized number of pro- 
motion-list officers: Provided, That on July 1 of each year, beginning with 1928 
and ending with 1935, the said minimum per centum shall be increased by one- 
fourth of 1 per centum of the total authorized number of promotion-list officers. 
In so far as necessary to maintain said minimum per centum in the grade of 
colonel, officers of less than twenty-eight years’ service shall be promoted to 
the grade of colonel, and only in so far as their promotions wil! not cause said 
maximum of 6 per centum to be exceeded shall oflicers who have completed 
twenty-eight years’ service be promoted to the grade of colonel. 

Sec. 4. All prior statutory provisions for termination of active service of 
officers shall, except as otherwise provided in this Act, continue in full force 
and effect and shall be administered as now provided by law. 

During each fiscal year the President may, upon their own applications, 
in his discretion, designate as supernumerary and retire promotion-list officers 
originally appointed to date from July 1, 1920, or prior thereto, the number so 
designated in the fiscal years 1929 and 1930 not to exceed 5 per centum of the 
maximum number of promotion-list officers authorized by law during such fiscal 
years, and the number so designated in any subsequent fiscal year not to ¢ xceed 
2 per centum of the maximum number of promotion-list oflicers authorized by 
law during subsequent fiscal years. 

At such times as may be necessary, the President shall cause to be convened 
a board of five general officers, which board, from a consideration of all appli- 
cations received of the interests of the Army as a whole, and of the branches 
thereof, shall recommend from among those who make voluntary application the 
officers to be designated as supernumerary and retired. Supernumerary officers 
shall be selected, first, from among oflicers who were on July 1, 1927, between 
thirty-one and thirty-seven years of age, and second, from among all other 
officers who apply for transfer to the retired list: Provided further, That any 
officer who has served more than thirty years shall, if he makes application 
therefor, be retired, and all retired oificers of the Army shall hereafter be carried 
on one list designated as the “Regular Retired List,” and there shall be ne 
subdivision into limited and unlimited retired lists. 

Sec. 5. Officers designated as supernumerary, upon their own applications and 
pursuant to the recommendations of a board of general officers, shall be retired 
as follows: Those of less than twenty years of service now credited for pay 
who have applied for retirement shall be retired from active service with retired 
pay at the rate of 2.5 per centum of active pay for each complete year of service 
with which credited for pay purposes and those of twenty or more years of 
service now credited for pay who have applied for retirement shall be retired 
from active service with retired pay at the rate of 3 per centum of active pay 
for each complete year of service with which credited for pay purposes: Provided, 
That the retired pay of supernumerary officers retired under this Act shall not 
be less than 50 per centum or more than 75 per centum of active pay at the 
time of retirement: Provided further, That ofiicers who were on July 1, 1927, 
more than thirty-one years of age, shall, upon retirement as supernumerary 
officers within two years from the date of this enactment, receive in addition te 
the reiired pay above specified, a lump-sum payment equivalent to one years 
active pay at the rate being received at the time of such retirement, and all 
other ofticers retired as supernumerary shall receive a lump-sum payment equiv- 
alent to six months’ pay at such rate: Provided further, That any officer originally 
appointed as of July 1, 1920, at an age greater than forty-five years, may, in 
lieu of retired pay as hereinbefore provided, receive retired pay at the rate of 
4 per centum of active pay fer each year of service now created for pay which- 
ever shall be the more favorable to him, not in any event exceeding 75 per centum 
of the active pay: And provided further, That all officers heretofore or hereafter 
retired by reason of reaching the age of sixty-four years, shall hereafter receive 
retired pay at the rate of 75 per centum of their active pay at time of retirement, 
but this provision shall not be construed to reduce the pay of any officer now 
retired. 

Sec. 6. Except as specifically herein provided, nothing in this Act shail 
held or construed to deprive any officer of the Regular Army of the commission 
which he now holds therein. 

Sec. 7. That hereafter any retired officer not on active duty may accept 
lawful employment, public or private, or hold any public office, and reeeive the 
lawful pay and emoluments of such employment or office, without affecting his 
official staius or pay as a retired officer. 

Sec. 8. The provisions of this Act shall take effect July 1, 1928, and all laws 
and paris of laws, in so far as the same are inconsistent herewith or are 12 
conflict with the provisions hereof are hereby repealed as of that date 
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
